W ashington. Ju n e 20tii.—T he genera! 
feeling am ong th e D em ocrats here is th at 
th e C leveland boom has received a very 
serious set-back by th e action of th e New 
Y ork Slate C onvention. 
F rien d s o f th e 
G overnor, w hile th ey have not given up all 
hope o f h is securing th e nom in atio n , are 
not as confident as they w ere before th e 
m eeting o f th e C onvention. 
T he general 
opinion is th a t th e D em ocrats o f New York 
have frittered aw ay all o f th eir strength. 
T he failure o f New Y ork to u n ite on a can­ 
didate has left th e field as open as it was 
before the C onvention 
w as 
held, and 
a feeling o f uneasiness and uncertain ty 
prevails am ong th e friends o f all th e candi­ 
dates. 
A m ong th e D em ocratic politicians 
in W ashington it is adm itcd th at T am ­ 
m any has captured th e organization in 
New Y ork, a n d th a t Jo h n K elly w ill be a 
potent factor in nam ing th e candidate upon 
w hom th e New Y ork delegation w ill unite, 
an d th is know ledge h as given renew ed 
hope to the friends o f B ayard, w ho say 
th a t K elly w ill support th e D elaw are S en­ 
ator in preference to C leveland. 
Flow er 
stock has picked up greatly w ithin th e past 
day or two. as th e open "field gives h im a 
chance to use his m oney, and grave fears are 
expressed th a t he m ay be able to buy 
th e 
nom ination. 
B ayard’s 
friends are 
pushing his candidacy for all th ey are 
w orth, and they say they have a fair 
chance of success, n o tw ith stan d in g all talk 
about th e D over speech. 
D espite the set­ 
back received by Cleveland at Saratoga, th e 
im pression seenw to be am ong th e m ajor­ 
ity th a t th e action o f o th er States w hich 
have instructed for C leveland, th e d eclina­ 
tion o f Tilden, as well as the strong feeling 
k now n to exist in favor o f th at gentlem an 
am ong a large n u m b er o f u n in stru cted del­ 
egates from o th er States, will force New 
Y ork to take him up as th eir candidate. 
Q uite as m uch speculation is indulged in 
as to w ho will get th e second place, ;LS there 
is on th e head o f th e ticket. 
T he opinion 
prevails th at there ought to be a soldier on 
th e ticket, and G eneral P alm er, o f Illinois, 
seem s to be th e favorite for th a t position. 
Carlisle ism ot talked of m uch for th e second 
or any o th er place on th e ticket. H is friends 
here realize th a t Carlisle lias even m ore 
difficulties to overcom e in th e way o f secur­ 
ing th e nom ination th an R andall, w ho is 
favored for th e nom ination by representa­ 
tives o f th e States w hich arc necessary to 
th e success o f th e D em ocratic party, al­ 
though he is opposed by the m ajority o f the 
D em ocrats in Congress, on account" o f his 
opposition to th e M orrison tariff bill. 
The Star to -n ig h t says th a t G overnor 
H endricks has telegraphed to a friend th at 
w hile it was greatly against his inclination 
to run us G overnor o f Indiana, am i being 
opposed by his wife, he w ould accept th e 
nom in atio n if it was deem ed th a t th e in te r­ 
ests o f his party dem anded it.

crats in th e H ouse say that if h e does ac­ 
cept th ey will certainly carry the State, 
both on State and national issues.

a revision o f th e paten t law s: pledges th e 
party to vote for w om an suffrage; 
asserts 
th at civil equality granted by the T h ir­ 
teenth, F o u rteen th an d F ifteenth am en d ­ 
m ents, should he extended to In d ian s and 
C tiin am en ; 
th a t 
in tern atio n al 
differ­ 
ences should he settled by a rb itra tio n ; 
th at land an d o th er m onopolies should 
be 
discouraged; 
th at the G overnm ent 
should furnish a sound cu rren cy ; th a t the 
tariff should he reduced as fast as th e 
necessity o f th e revenue and vested busi­ 
ness interests will allow : th at polygam y 
should at once be suppressed : th a t th e R e­ 
publican party is censurable for a long 
neglect o f its duty in respect to th is evil: 
dem ands a direct vote for P resident and 
V ice-President of the U nited .States.

MEETING OF THE TITICTJLTL’RAL 
COMMISSIONERS AT FRESNO.

Oommencing on the 10th instant, a Con­ 
vention was held at Fresno of the vine- 
growers. T he call for the Convention was 
issued by Commissioner George W est of 
the San Joaquin district. The Convention 
organized at the opera-house, and adjourned 
to visit the vineyards located between the 
Southern Pacific Railroad and King's river. 
The Barton, Fresno, Kisen, Eggcr and other 
vineyards were visited, and the party re­ 
turned to Fresno late in the evening. On 
the forenoon of the 11th the vineyards of 
T. C. W hite, Miss Austin, Judge North and 
others, located in the colonies, were visited. 
T he Commissioners present were President 
Arpad Haraszthy, Commissioner at Large; 
Charles A. W ctmnrc, Commissioner at 
Large and Chief Viticultura! Officer: Chas. 
Krug, Commissioner of Napa D istrict: I. 
P e Turk, Commissioner of Sonoma Dis­ 
trict, and Cee.rge West, Commissioner of 
Sau Joaquin District. 
Among the visitors were Mr. Kohler, of 
K ohler <fc Frohling, .San Francisco; Dr. 
Stillm an, of San B ernardino; Mr. Mc­ 
Pherson, 
of 
Isis 
A ngeles; 
Professor 
W ickson, of the R u ra l Press; 
Mr. Ball, 
of the Merchant; Professor Rising, of the 
State University; Professor l’ondorf, <J. N. 
Milco, H orticultural Commissioner, and 
m any others, all of whom were enthusi­ 
astic in expressing their pleasure at what 
they had witnessed of the productiveness, 
etc.' of the Fresno vineyards and orchards. 
The Convention was called to order at 2 
o'clock p. 
m . 
The subject for discussion 
was 
the 
raisin 
industry. The 
raisin 
makers were well represented, and the dis­ 
cussion in favor of an increased tariff on 
foreign raisins was participated 
in 
by 
Messrs. W hite, North and Miss Austin, of 
Fresno, M cPherson, of Los Angeles, Dr. 
Stillm an, of Fan Bernardino, and others. 
The question of tariff was referred to a 
com m ittee consisting of Messrs. W hite, 
Stillm an and McPherson, to report to the 
Convention on the m orning of the 12th. 
The comm ittee at time designated reported, 
stating as the sense of the raisin-growers 
that the tariff on raisins should be 5 cents 
per pound, as at the prices now received 
for raisins of good quality less than 2f> 
rents per twenty-pound box was received 
for the grapes used in m aking the raisins. 
T he report of the committee was adopted 
by the Convention, w i.h only one vote (a 
free trader) in the negative. 
The afternoon and evening sessions were 
devoted to discussion on fermentation, va­ 
rieties of grapes, best method of building 
cellars, insect pests of the vine, etc. The 
Convention adjourned at 11 p. m . 


VINEYARD CATERPILLARS. 
In visiting m any of the vineyards in the 
vicinity of Fresno, the presence of the 
caterpillar or Aehemon Sphinx il'hilam- 
pelis Achenutn) is readily detected, and 
strenuous efforts are being made for their 
exterm ination. 
Some vine growers have 
over fifty men taking them off the vines by­ 
hand picking, and others arc utilizing 
turkeys by herding them in the vineyards. 
On W ednesday afternoon I was invited to 
witness an experiment made by Dr. Risen 
of Fresno and Mr. Milco of the Buhach 
M anufacturing Company, at the Barton 
vineyard, which contains over five hundred 
acres of bearing vines. 
In some sections 
of this vineyard the caterpillars are present 
.u immense numbers, especially on one 
twenty-four acre lot. Seven vines were se­ 
lected and sprayed with a solution of one 
pound of bubach to fifteen gallons of 
water. The tim e occupied in spraying the 
vines was seven minutes. Twenty minutes 
after the spraying commenced the cattcr 
pillars commenced to fall from the vines 
in thirty m inutes tiiere were onlv three 
liying caterpillars found on the seven 
vines, and in thirty-eight minute* all were 
on the ground. The vines were carefully 
exam ined by Mr. Barton’s foreman, who 
gathered the caterpillars and placed them in 
a tin vessel, which was afterwards taken 
to Fresno and exhibited at thoOonvention. 
The suecc-- of the experim ent being made 
known to Mr. Barton, he at once ordered 
six double-spray pumps an 1 a large quan­ 
tity of bubach to clean his vineyard. On 
his return to the vineyard, late at night, 
Mr. Barton's foreman informed him that the 
experim ent was a failure; that the cater­ 
pillars that fell off had returned to the 
vuies, etc. 
He therefore countermanded 
his order tor pumps and material, and eon- 
eluded 
to 
continue 
the 
hand-picking 
method of exterm ination. 
The subject , 
was brought before tie Convention for dis­ 
cussion. 
I stated what I had witnessed, a-s 
given above, and also that Mr. Barton’s 
foreman w.-is certainly mistaken, as it is

Still others say that lor tins coast 
whale-oil soap and sulphur is the lest wash, 
buido not know in what proportions to mix 
but refer me to you as authority: 1 will abide by 
vour decision. Which of the throe do you ad­ 
vine? If the latter, please give proper amount* 
of soap, sulphur and water. Also, how many 
timos, and what months in the year do you ad­ 
vise washing the trees? 
If you have published 
these answers in full, please tell me where I 
can get them, and pardon my troubling you. 
R ep ly : Do not use lye on foliage; it fc 
liable to injure it if put on strong enough 
to destroy t he scale. 
I am opposed to the 
ime of coal oil on trees, except in extreme 
cases, and think the quantity recommended 
not safe to be used on foliage. 
Use whale- 
oil soap or strong home-made soft soap, ten 
p ounds; sulphur, three and one-quarter 
pounds; water, fourteen gallons. Thorough­ 
ly spray the foliage when the young scale 
are moving, and repeat as each brood ap­ 
pears. Two, or at outside, three washings 
will clean the trees; the sulphur will de­ 
stroy the fungus or black sm ut on the 
leaves. 
THE WOOLLY APHIS. 
John H. McKcllom, of Tustin City, Los 
Angeles county, w rites: 
When in danger we cry help, and that cry 
gnoe out to the strong and not to the weak. 
Within a few weeks the woolly aphis hits ap­ 
peared on our apple trees, or, at least, we sup­ 
pose it to be the aphis. The cotton appears on 
limbs with old bruises and in circles where a 
l imb has been cut off, and among the new shoots 
or sprouts just below the surface of the earth. 
On disturbing the earth near or close to the 
tree frost appears, as it were, with very small 
lice. This, tve suppose, is the woolly aphis. 
Now, my friend, is there any remedy, and what? 
My neighbors here and friends in Santa Ana are 
afflicted, and will be deeply interested in your 
reply. 
R eply: By digging a trench around the 
tree, exposing the infested roots. Take 
some fresh slacked lim e (slacked by putting 
enough of water on it to cause the lumps 
to break up); m ix w ith ashes, if possible; 
place two or three shovelfuls in the trench, 
and pour in some water, then cover up 
w ith the earth taken out. 
On young trees, 
when the roots have not spread far. this 
has proved effective. 
Fruit-growers should be careful and not 
be imposed upon by nurserym en, who take 
advantage of them by selling the nursery 
stock, tlie roots of which arc infested by 
woolly aphis. 
CODLIN MOTH. 
The following letter was received from 
Mr. Treat, and is worthy of perusal by 
fruit-growers. 
As manager of the Oak 
Shade orchard, he ranks am ong the most 
successful pest fiends in this State: 
D ayisville, June 14, 1884. 
Matthew Cooke, Esq.—D ea r Sir : JLast autumn 
after we were through picking our fruit, 1 had 
my fruit baskets examined thoroughly twioe to 
destroy all the larva of codlin moth. 
We found 
a great many in the rim and hoops of the 
baskets, and concluded we got them all, but to 
make sury I had them all packed away in a 
tight room. 
We had occasion to use some 
baskets and wc found thousands of codlin moth 
on the windows. Most of them wore dead, but 
some were alive. I would not believe it possi­ 
ble there could have been so many left in the 
huskets after we examined them so thoroughly. 
This shows how important it is for orchardists 
to take care of tln ir baskets and boxes, and 
have them disinfected or placed in some tight, 
room after they have finished picking fruit. 1 
wish every orehardist in the State would just try 
this plan and it would be conclusive proof how 
important it is to have this m atter attended to 
in season.

Brighton, Sacramento 
county—The plum foliage you send is in­ 
fested by plant lie¿Jiaphis). These insects 
puncture the leaves with their beaks and 
extract the sap, in this way injuring the 
growth of the tree. 
R em edy: Use a solution of whale-oil 
soap or home-made soft soap (from lye made 
by leaching wood ash esi; to this add one- 
third of its weight of sulphur. 
To ten 
pounds of the m ixture add fifteen gallons 
of water and one pound of bubach. Spray 
thoroughly, as it is difficult to get the solu­ 
tion on these pests, they being on the un­ 
derside of the leaves, and coverts! w ith an 
oily substance. 
Note.—W aste tobacco boiled in the water 
before m ixing with soap m ay be used in ­ 
stead of the buhach. The cyclone nozzle 
is the bast for washing plum aphis.

NOTES ALONG A RURAL STROLL 
OVER THE

T aking a solitary stroll in th at pretty

from the read, which rem inded me of 
those stories of “ moonshiners ” and con­ 
cealed distilleries in poor “ Sherwood Bon­ 
ner’s ” vivid Tennessee stories. Two sheds 
of unpainted pine boards and beam s stood 
out crud(51y from the surrounding foliage, 
and attached to one of them by iron pipes 
was a low hut thatched with large withered 
branches of the eucalyptus tree. T he m el­ 
low gray and brown tones of this sere 
thatch were carried out in a large m ound of 
withered and sodden eucalyptus leaves, 
preserving their lance form eveu in decay. 
The inound was higher than the hut, and 
gave a wild, desolate look to the place.

big dog came running towards me, and 


t w o m y s t e r io u s s t r a n g e r s 
Also dawned upon the scene, and a dis­ 
tillery it certainly was. but of very inno­ 
cent liquor—the juice of eucalyptus leaves. 
1 have followed the rise and’ fall of the 
eucalyptus tree as an institution, with in­ 
terest, partly because it is such a fam iliar 
object to all Californians—a plantation of 
them always arises in our most primeval 
forests—and partly because a very fine 
specimen shaded the windows of m v earli­ 
est recollection. There was an hour when 
the grsnd and potent medicinal and disin­ 
fecting qualities of the eucalyptus niadc-the 
world resound with their fam e. the Ro­ 
man marshes, all marshes, were to be 
planted with it, and m alarial fever was to 
be a thing of the past.

REMOVING SCALE IN BOILERS. 
I made inquiry of the two mysterious 
strangers as to what good end was to be ob 
tai tied by steeping eucalyptus leaves, and 
was inform ed that the “ te a ” so obtained 
was useful in preventing tlie formation of 
scale on tlie inside of steam boilers. 
I had 
never seen the inside of a steam boiler and 
did not know there was a scale on it, or, 
if there were, that it required rem oval or 
prevention, but it appears that a ccrtuin 
incrustation is the bane of the engineer’s 
life. All waters contain more or less solid 
m atter held in solution, and this under 
pressure, heat and evaporation is deposited 
on the tubes and plates of steam boilers, 
forming a hard scale, varying in density 
and thickness with the style of boiler, the 
m anner in which it is used and the.kind of 
water. The body of the scale is usually 
sulphate or carbonate ot lime, or both, 
with other ingredients, including some iron 
from rusk of the iron of the boiler. Salt 
w ater generally forms a sulphate of lime, 
and fresh water a carbonate scale. The 
scale is a poor conductor of heat, so th at more 
fuel is required for the boiler in which scale 
is formed, tlie iron, owing to the tact that 
the water does not toucli it, gets " burned,” 
as pots set em pty on the kitchen range will, 
and so weakened as to cause most of the 
boiler explosions. 
W henever a steamer 
comes into port, men and boys are pu t into 
tlie boilers wiili hamm ers and chisels to 
break off tlie scale. 
The boys are sent into 
the sm aller parts of the boilers, yet after 
all m any places cannot be reached. 
The 
regular 
examination of all steam boat 
boilers by United States 
Inspectors of 
Boilers, and th e strict insight exercised as 
to the qualifications of engineers for their 
positions, account for the comparative in ­ 
frequency of explosions, which to those 
fam iliar with tlie rapid decay o f steam 
boilers from the ravages of scale, is sim ply 
marvelous. O f course it is a boon to the 
traveling public, whose lives are in the 
engineer’s hands, that inspectors should be 
alert in discovering flaws and condem ning 
injured boilers, but it is extrem ely expen­ 
sive for owners. The discoverer of the 
eucalyptus preparation to rem ove seal 
happened upon it by the mere chance that 
his fuel expenses for his steam mills, where 
he was compelled to use very bad water, 
were so heavy through the prevalence of 
scale in the boilers that he sacrificed a fine 
grove of eucalyptus trees for tire-wood. 
From the outside to the inside of his 
boilcrs^vas but a step, and his discovery 
was made 


THE GUM TREE DISTILLERY. 
So much for the necessity in the boiling 
world ol'a dolanimator. Now for the work­ 
ings of my little distillery. 
I went into the 
laryer of the deal sheds and saw three iron 
boilers of graduated sizes standing side by 
side. About a ton of the leaves are stripped 
from the cut brandies of eucalyptus and 
put into the first and largest boiler with the 
proper am ount of water, and cooked four 
iiours. 
The essential oils of the eucalyptus 
are more used in Europe than here. 
In 
Germany especially they are a staple in 
medicine. T he'supply lias hitherto been 
from Australia. As these oils pass off from 
the leaves on the first cooking, they are 
condensed .uid clarified as a sort of side 
industry 
to 
the scale-removing liquid. 
When the haves have been cooked four 
hours in the largest boiler under about 40 
pounds pressure to the square inch, the 
liquid is drawn off and put into the boiler 
next smaller, witli more leaves, and again 
cooked four ho u rs: in the sm allest boiler 
the same treatm ent. 
The extract is draw n 
off from the sm allest boiler in the condi­ 
tion in which it is tobe used, a brown liquid 
very like muddy water. The oils having 
been extracted the liquid is m ixable with 
water, and is to be sent into the boiler in 
proper quantity at the same tim e and with 
the feed water. 
The pipe leading from 
each boiler led out to my little distillery 
under tlie withered euealyptH- thatch, and 
wandered Pi and’ fro in a tall, narrow 
trough filled w ith water, which cooled the 
essential oils which each pipe brought off 
from each boiler, and which, being cooled, 
was carried back to the big condenser under i 
the same roof as the boilers, 
fn the spirit

coed, for th at w -tild mean the erection of 
a big, ugly squatc manufactory somewhere, 
a systematic planting of trees to he system ­ 
atically topped, and the end of the pict­ 
uresquely wild little encam pm ent and the 
thatched distillery and m ound of cooked 
leaves a whole th at carried no im press of 
the thirty odd 
patents that defend it, 
but on the contrary looked delightfully 
illegal and secret, and, small as it was, 
turned out 1,800 gallons a day and 60,000 
gallons a m onth, when it did its prettiest.

T h e A n t i - P ia n o M o v e m e n t. 
The details of the anti-piano movement 
in Berlin will be awaited with interest ou 
this side of the Atlantic. From the dis­ 
patch published on Sunday it looks as if 
the popular feeling against the instrument 
was not too violent to allow the Germans 
to consider the remedial measures with the 
cool calmness which the crisis demands. 
Piano-plaving in Berlin has. it is said, 
reached a point at which the public health 
and the price of real estate are seriously 
affected. It is therefore jiroposed that the 
Government shall restrict plaving and jirae- 
ticing within certain hours of the day; i. e.. 
between 11 o'clock in the morning and 
noon, and between n and 11 in the evening. 
In tlibj country, where the piano is an al­ 
most universal instrument, and where the 
capacity to own or rent one is the great 
mark of division between the wage-earning 
and the property-owning classes, and where 
it is the popular substitute for every other 
instrument, the damage to health and real 
estate must be even greater than in Ger­ 
many, where the quieter violin is more cul­ 
tivated and where there is a smaller jiojui- 
lation interested in jiianos. In New York 
life the piano plays an especially important 
jiart, owing to the great number of fiats, in 
which the piano of each family is practi­ 
cally a curse or a blessing to the door above 
or the floor below—a fact admirably brought 
out in the popular song, “ The Family 
Overhead.” 
Some of- our contemporaries treat the 
piano revolt with levity, and indulge them­ 
selves in humor at the expense of what 
they call the “ phlegmatic” Germans. But 
this is an erroneous view of the subject, for 
the Germans are by no means phlegmatic 
about music, and their rage against the 
piano is no blind rage. The piano is the 
instrument of a democratic age, because it 
is an instrument which within certain 
limits anyone can learn to play. It is an 
instrument which seems to bring music 
within the reach of everybody provided, 
as the dry goods peojile say, with a “ full 
’ine" of lingers and thumbs and eyes. The 
beauty of the piano, as distinguished from 
the violin, is that every note and half note 
is identified to the*eye and touch by ¡Ls con­ 
nection with a particular piece of ivory; 
and in “ jiructicing" the apprentice does not 
have to strike the true note by ear, which is 
regarded by the musical aristociats as the 
true musical org;

We have produced some of the 
greatest piano manufacturers in the world, 
and the American home into which the 
daughters do not force a Grand, a Baby 
Grand, or at least an Upright, is a rarity— 
one of those houses in which we miss 
something feminine and familiar, a home 
in which we involuntarily sffspect that the 
husband is a cold, unmagnetie man. w ho 
rules his household with a rod of iron. 
The great difficulty in the way of any 
anti-piano movement in England or this 
country has always been tiiat the people 
who were hostile to the instrument were 
suspected of being mere men. with no ear 
for music. Punch used to contain many a 
broad hint-directed against the piano and 
“ scales," but the friends of the instrument 
never heeded this much, because they felt 
above it. They looked down with amuse­ 
ment or jiitv upon those who remonstrated 
against practicing, feeling toward them 
much as we do toward the expressions of 
dissent which come from dogs and other 
quadrupeds, exposed to a piano. 
But the attack on the piano in Germany, 
accompanied as it is by a threat of resort 
to the police, and, no doubt, in the end, to 
Bismarck, is a much more serious matter, 
because those who make it are jireauiuably 
musical people.

RESPONSIBILITY 
FOR 
DYNAMITE 
SC SEMES. 


It is certainly true that the dynamiters 
have a headquarters in the United States, 
and that New York city is their base of 
action and supply. But this has not been 
established as legal certainty, and, until it 
is, the Government cannot be held fully 
responsible. 
In 1881 occurred the at­ 
tempted blowing-up of buildings in Liver­ 
pool, and on those arrested were found 
papers showing that Jerry O'Donovan, of 
New York—who dubs himself O Donovan 
Rossa—had to do with the infamous scheme. 
If he is to be believed he is the head and 
front of about all these malevolent designs. 
In the same year ten infernal machines 
wore shipped from Boston in barrels of 
cement. One of these contained fourteen 
pounds of nitro-glycerine. In December of 
the same year other infernal machines, 
showing American tool-marks and Ameri­ 
can powder, were found in the Montreal 
Court-house, and the proof was pretty clear 
that they came from dynamite headquar­ 
ters in this country. Next came the Hali­ 
fax affair, in which Bracken and Holmes 
were actors, and both came from the United 
States with Atlas powder in their posses­ 
sion. Next came the London explosions, 
in which American-made explosives were 
nsud. 
But for all this, the legal certainty 
has not been reached that fixes responsi­ 
bility upon this country. We believe with 
Judge Noah Davis that there is moral 
certainty of the dynamite headquarters 
being 
in 
New 
York, 
and 
that 
this country is morally responsible. But 
even Judge Davis has not gone to the ex­ 
tent of holding that there is sufficient dis­ 
closure to justify a demand on the part of 
Kngland. But the moral sense of this peo­ 
ple does justify and demand of our Gov­ 
ernment inquiry into the matter, and vigor­ 
ous steps to prevent the prosecution of the 
infamous business. It is not needed that 
we await treaty diplomacy upon the subject. 
International law and common humanity 
fortify- the home demand for the suppres­ 
sion of dynamite plots against a nation 
with 
which 
we are at peace. There 
should be vigorous inquiry and action by 
our own nation. The Brooklyn Union per­ 
tinently asks, “ Whom would it injure?’’ 
aud appropriately adds: 
Years before the dynam ite m adness began, 
Woolsev wrote : 1 ‘ They (political refugees) m ay 
not, consistently w ith the obligations of friend­ 
ship betw een States, be allow ed to plot against 
the person o f the sovereign or against the insti­ 
tutions of their native country. Such acts are 
crim es, for the trial and punishm ent of which 
law s or the land ought to provide." Such m ust 
lie the opinion of decent citizens. 
In the nam e 
of a worthy press we protest that no part of its 
liberty is concerned in the freedom to collect 
funds to encouruge m iscellaneous m urder and 
to pension m urderers' fam ilies, or to publish 
proclam ations offering a rew ard for the killing 
of officers of. foreign Governm ents. In the nam e 
of those who travel by sea and rail, aud who 
sleep in inns, we urge th at no shelter be given 
here to those who plot against them , taking the 
nam e of Ireland in vain. There arc a hundred 
reasons for such action, and not one sound one 
against it. 


DIED FOR WANT OF OPPOSITION. 


THE DISGUSTING 
QUESTION 
AGAIN. 


An esteemed correspondent suggests that 
our position regarding the proposed licens­ 
ing of houses for purposes of prostitution 
is that of the minority in communities of 
most cities. We are not aware that this is 
true, nor that any test has ever been made 
to determine it. But it makes no sort of 
difference whatever to us. The question of 
the right never coueejms the popularity of 
a measure, nor whether it is supported or 
opposed by saints or sinners. If we are in 
the minority—which we by no means con­ 
cede, since we-liave abetter opinion of our 
fellows—then it is a glorious thing to be 
classed with "th e remnant,” 
Any one 
can join in tiie popular claque, but some 
moral courage is required to s ta n i a-ide 
with the weaker. If. as our correspondent 
asserts, the popular sentiment is in favor of 
licensing prostitution—and the full mean­ 
ing and purport of license should ire real­ 
ized by the reader —how is it that a ma­ 
jority of the people, represented by their 
legislators, enacted a law directly opposed 
to and forbidding license? But, says our 
correspondent, "the license ordinance is 
intended to regulate the evil." 
If so, why 
was it necessary to put the word " license ' 
into the proposal at all? Why not pro­ 
ceed to regulate without giving license to 
do ? 
It is not necessary, in order to exer­ 
cise police surveillance, or to establish in­ 
spection, that a revenue be derived from 
the crime sought to be held by the throat 
because the law is unable to kill it outright. 
We insist that the revenue and the regula­ 
tion propositions are distinct. Our corre­ 
spondent goes further, saying : " The ordi­ 
nance is for the protection of youths. Mar­ 
ried men are entitled to none, adults de­ 
serve none, but the young boys—and few 
know to what extent they are contami­ 
nated—are wards of 
government, and 
should 
lie 
shielded, 
as far as 
pos­ 
sible, 
from 
physical 
corruption 
by 
the interposition of legal barriers, etc. 
To which we reply that we fail to see. nor 
does our correspondent show how the pay­ 
ment of license will do this. Indeed, even 
if license is not given, inspection and regu­ 
lation will not. in our opinion, have the 
desired effect. 
If they in any degree lessen 
the risk of physical pollution of youths, 
the result is more than counterbalanced by 
the enlargement of the invitation to youths 
to assume risks. Nevertheless, to inspec­ 
tion and regulation the objections have not 
been raised that are advanced against 
license. The whole subject is disgustingly 
offensive, and we treat of it under self-pro­ 
test, but it is a duty to the public to expose 
the fallacies of the affirmative of the license 
question, and we shall not hesitate to do 
so. The insinuation in which one corre­ 
spondent indulges, that the opposition to 
the license ordinance is promoted chiefly 
by “ church people,” and that “ ministers 
ana ( burches 
are moved in their opposi­ 
tion by a religious sentimentality, while 
they themselves wink at violations of other 
iaws, has nothing to do with the question 
further than to exhibit the littleness of the 
author of sneh an argument in favor of 
licensing prostitution. We are not aware 
that the “ religious people 
are the chief 
promoters of the opposition, since we ar« 
not in their councils. Their opinions have 
no more weight with us than those of any 
other good citizens on a question 
of 
municipal policy, and have no more to do 
with the matter than those of non-religion- 
iste. But we venture to suggest to the 
carping critic of motives, that a religionist 
would be worthy even liis contempt, if pro­ 
fessing the creed of Christian faith he gave 
it the lie by consenting to license that 
which both in morals and law is a crime.

Two " red-hot” anti-railroad newspapers 
have given up the ghost in Sun Francisco. 
They were founded and conducted upon 
the basis of prejudice and passion. They

museum, and strange fancies are adopted 
simply because they are strange. The true 
test of worthiness should be the contribu­ 
tion the decoration makes to the beautiful 
and the harmony of general effect. But 
it is certainly true that in a large degree 
this has been lost sight of, and Incongruous 
gatherings of strange things, and the adop­ 
tion of odd articles and styles into the 
general ornamentation of the home largely 
prevails. For instance, the latest device is 
the hanging of the wooden sabot upon the 
wall for the reception, of ferns, creepers, 
etc. The instep is to be painted in imita­ 
tion of a leather strap, with¡a jingling line 
from a nursery rhyme etched thereon. 
The only possible claim for such a device 
as a decorative one, is its outrageous ugli­ 
ness. This is true of so large a number of 
designs, that to enumerate them would 
make a large catalogue. It is not presump­ 
tuous to predict that within a comparatively 
near future there will be a rebound from the 
decorative extravagance of the present, to 
an equally radical cold severity. If we 
could only pause at a happy mean between 
the merely “ odd ” and the absence of all 
light decoration, some real good would be 
attained. The present tendency is to the 
extreme in two directions, in the introduc­ 
tion of merely odd and rude designs and 
the adoption of too costly methods of orna­ 
mentations. The new movement of dec­ 
oration had for its aim originality, inex­ 
pensiveness and beauty, but trom the one 
we have already departed, and from the 
other there lias been serious deflection. 


SUMMER DIET 


That a different diet is demanded in dif­ 
ferent dilutes, every one knows. But it 
is a fact that habit flics in the face of wis­ 
dom in the practice of our people living in 
warm climates. They do not, so fully as 
they should, adapt cither their architecture 
or their food to the attainment of greatest 
physical comfort and good. 
In the warm 
belts in California, for instance, the most 
of houses are roofed in a way to intensify 
the natural heat, for there are but few 
dwellings with such sub-roof ventilation 
as sanitary science demonstrates to he 
necessary. 
We are told that the advance in 
sanitary science, and tiie spreading of 
knowledge of the proper system of drain 
age, sewerage, ventilation of house and 
ground, cleanliness, etc., to avoid the propa 
gation of filth disease, has a tendency to 
lessen human suffering, and extend tiie 
term of human life. But we have not 
improved 
our 
diet 
as 
we 
have 
improved 
on the sanitation of prem­ 
ises. We ought, in the hot valleys of Cali­ 
fornia", to consume much less of animal 
food than we do. We eat too much of 
meat, and too little of vegetables and fruits. 
Dealers in meats know that the declination 
of the demand in summer is not so great as 
it should be in the light of the general 
knowledge regarding such food, and the 
time for the maximum of consumption. It 
is a mistaken idea that men cannot work 
well unless fortified with a meat diet the 
vear round. The fact is demonstrable that 
in warm weather the usual meat diet less­ 
ens the capacity for hard labor. It is dawn­ 
ing upon the intelligence of men generally 
that cooling, nourishing food for summer 
is better for the body than boating animal 
food, and there is reason to hope that fruits 
and vegetables will more largely than ever, 
with each warm season, contest for su­ 
premacy with the meat diet. 


T h e Colusa Sun urges the renewal of the 
canal scheme to tap the Sacramento river 
three feet below low water and conduct a 
stream from 80 to 130 feet wide, andfroin 3 
to 6 feet deep, across country to the foothill 
region, and thence down and into Suisun 
Bay at or near Suisun City, for irrigation 
and the salcof water for drinking purposes. 
This scheme must have the careful consid­ 
eration of all riparian dwellers on the Sac­ 
ramento. We have before this pointed out 
the danger there is in it, as now viewed, to 
the integrity of the river. This people will 
interpose no obstacle to the promotion of 
the enterprise if it can be demonstrated 
that it will not lessen the carrying capacity 
of the river, reduce its scouring ability, or 
materially affect its navigability. The Co­ 
lusa company must see that in these de­ 
mands there is nothing unreasonable. The 
necessity of not only preserving but increas­ 
ing the navigability of the Sacramento river 
is of vital importance to Sacramento. That 
destroyed, Sacramento will lose its com­ 
petitive relation and become a way station 
on the railroad.without commercial advan­ 
tages and without trade. There is no de­ 
nying this, and our®Colusa friends cannot 
gainsay it. They must make up their 
minds to establish beyond question, before 
they put their money into the scheme, that 
their plans will not destroy, in any mate­ 
rial degree, tiie navigability of the river. 
We believe that the authorities of engi­ 
neering science are against them, but will 
be more than pleased if they can prove that 
we arc in error. Our objections are not 
captions, nor are they advanced with any 
consideration other than that of preserva­ 
tion of the interests of the lower vallev. 


submitted to this pressure fell into a sleep, 
and recovered slowly on being restored to 
normal conditions.

She’certainly was one of the 
most remarkable women of the century. A 
biography 
of her appeared 
two years 
after her tragic death, licing the joint work 
of Ralph Waldo Emerson, W. H. ehanning 
and J F. Clarke. Mrs. Croslar.d wrote of 
her in “ Memorable Women in 1854,” Mrs. 
Dali treated of her cliuracter in 1850, R. W. 
Griswold in 184!t, Sarah Jane Haie in 1853, 
Colonel Higginson in 1808. 
Julia Ward 
Howe wrote her life in 1883, which we no­ 
ticed in these columns, and numerous 
essayists have made her life, literary traits 
and example the subject of their best ci- 
forts. Jn short, no woman of the age lias 
been the theme for such noble literary 
work 
or the object of more sincere 
biographical 
and 
critical writing. 
It 
is 
not 
what Margaret 
Fuller 
wrote 
that gave 
her 
memory 
so 
large 
a 
place in the American heart. She is never 
classed among great w riters : her literary 
work was not commamiingly pre-eminent. 
But all she did in that way indicated the 
great soul and the intellectual power be­ 
hind which was capable of the loftiest 
work. 
It was in the circle of acquaintance 
that her deepest impressions were made. 
There she enraptured the hearers with the 
Strength and brilliancy of her conversa­ 
tional powers. She was probably the most 
aggressive, original and forcible thinker of 
afl her sex in the century. .She drew to 
her. bv the powers of her intellect and the 
marvelousness of her originality, the best 
minds of her time, and they were of one 
accord in paying tribute to her genius. 
She was to these the ideal of true woman­ 
hood, the incarnation of domestic virtues 
and womanly strength in her affections, 
devotion, unselfishncssand courage. These, 
rather than lier literary career, made Mar­ 
garet Fuller the center of so large a circle 
of friends and extended her influence over 
so broad afield. She translated at an early 
dav books from the German and French, 
and her “ Specimens of Foreign Literature ' 
extended into fifteen volumes. Her edit­ 
ing of Eckerniann’s “ Conversations with 
Goethe"—an admirable work—was all she 
was abli to do toward her plan of preparing 
“ A Life of Goethe.”

mer on tiie Lakes,” 1843; “ Woman in the 
Nineteenth Century,” 1844; “ Collected 
Works,” edited by Arthur B. Fuller and 
Horace Greeley, 1855.

The life of Marcus Aurelius has never 
beer, written in the English language, and 
this the author very properly thinks is suf­ 
ficient apology for the present work. But 
“ apology ” is a rude word to use in this 
connection. It is not needed, but the work 
was, and does not therefore demand “ apol­ 
ogy ” on the part of Mr. Watson forgiving 
us in English the life of the illustrious Ro­ 
man Emperor and the account of his brill­ 
iant reign, covering so broad a period rich 
in the world's history. An exhaustive 
work of this kind fills a niche that none of 
the essays or monographs on the subject 
could fill. The work of Mr. Watson does 
credit to his scholarship and liis classical 
research. It is patent on every page that 
this was conscientious work, aud that he 
sought to fathom, understand and make 
clear to the reader every topic touched 
upon. 
Whoever reads these especially 
handsomely printed pages will rise from 
the pleasure bettered in information, con 
ception of the Roman character, and with 
a broader appreciation of the civilization of 
tiie era A. L).

It isa 
broad, exhaustive review of the subject— 
equilibrium of the atmosphere, action of 
whirlwinds, tropical cyclones, action of 
water-vapor in cyclones, barometric gradi­ 
ents, effect of tin- earth’s rotation, analysis 
of forces in cyclones, effect of rain, cyclo­ 
nic regions, storm floods, tornadoes, the 
central calm. etc. 
In a large sense the text 
is new. because the science of storms has 
been but vaguely set forth for the consider­ 
ation of the non-scientists, heretofore.

is to be added that the fault of the book is 
its brevity. In aiming at conciseness there 
have been left embarassing gaps where de­ 
tailed statements of "th e reason w hy’1 
would be most refreshing.

bearing too, and will save the comm ittee 
the cost of lighting the great building. 
If 
the comm ittee think for a moment, that 
th e people will go up to the Pavilion in the 
■evening, listen quietly to the exercises 
there, and then tram p off a mile to see the 
firework display, it is sadly mistaken. 
Evening literary exercises will mean that 
th e whole people will go early to the site 
o f the fireworks, to 
secure good places 
of observation, and will not attend at the 
Pavilion and "trilst to luck " in procuring 
satisfactory vantage ground at the fireworks 
locality thereafter. To deal fairly with the 
people the display must be postponed until 
plenty of tim e is given for all who' do go 
to the Pavilion, even the feeblest, to come 
from that point to the fireworks ground, 
and this will put the display off u n til an 
unreasonably late hour. 
By all m eans the 
com m ittee should vacate the determ ination 
to run these two features into the evening 
hours. It cannot be done satisfactorily and 
fairly to the people, especially those who 
m ust walk, and 1 venture to say that of the 
■committee of nine, eight of them will, if the 
present plan is followed, take their families 
to the fireworks ground, and not go near 
the literary entertainm ent.

E d s. R ecord-U nion : 
W omen cannot 
speak through the ballot-box, and their 
feelings and opinions are therefore of com­ 
paratively small mom ent to those who orig- 
nate and execute the laws under which 
women, as well as men, m ust live, and 
often m ust suffer unjustly. Nevertheless, 
I cannot forbear to add m y ineffectual voice 
to the other voices raised in reprobation of 
the proposed licensing of houses of ill- 
fame in Sacramento. 
It is sentim ental 
folly to feel a horror of this thing, so I am 
told by those who advocate it. In “ prac­ 
tical ” m atters experience is the first tiling 
to be considered. 
It is not claimed. I be­ 
lieve, that the proposed regulations will 
do anything toward abolishing or even 
toward 
dim inishing 
this 
evil. E xpe­ 
rience 
in various " un-English-speaking 
countries has demonstrated that it does 
neither; but rather the contrary. 
Its ex­ 
perience and practical value consist, it would 
seem, in the two facts : that it will increase 
the city’s revenue, and make the unpun­ 
ished participant in this crim e safe front 
any possible evil consequences of it. The 
taxes will be lightened. God help us ! Let 
m e for one, and I know I speak for a thou­ 
sand mothers in Sacramento, be called sen­ 
tim ental. and condemned as impractical, if 
that is the m eaning of the indignation tiiat 
fills my heart, when I hear that this vilest 
of sins is to be legalized; that m y son and 
my daughter arc to he educated in part 
upon the proceeds of prostitution: that 
the tone of the society in which thev m ust 
live is to be lowered to meet the views of 
those who support the houses of ill-tam e; 
vice to be made respectable and virtue 
cheapened—the inevitable effect of this 
measure, as we have only to look at those 
countries in which the law takes cognizance 
of prostitution, to see—in order that a few 
dollars more may be added to the city 
treasury. 
And there is another view of this m atter 
which appeals deeply to the feelings of 
women. 
Most of the wretched outcasts 
who fill these houses are said to he the vie 
tints of their betrayers. Once fallen, there 
is for them, except in the rarest instances, 
no ¡ilace for repentance, nor any possible 
return to paths of decency. To live at all, 
they m ust live upon the wages of their 
sins. Certainly it would be better for them 
if they were dead; but how can it enter 
into the hearts of men—from whom no sort 
of penalty for this vice is exacteiK-to pun­ 
ish vet further these victim s of the pas­ 
sions of men, and let those go scot free 
through whom alone the continuance of 
this evil is possible?

R e c o r d - U n io n : I th in k from the 
expression of opinions in yiTur colum ns of 
respectable and representative citizens of 
our city in reference to the proposed ordi­ 
nance placing the inm ates of lewd houses 
under police and sanitary regulations, that 
the City Fathers are authorized to go ahead 
and try the experim ent at least. 
The m ain opposition seems to come from 
pliysicans and from m inisters of the gospel. 
1 would be sorry to intim ate that the physi­ 
cians have any sinister motive in view, for 
the physicians of this city have generally 
been vigilant in prom oting the public 
health. 
As to the preachers, on all local 
moral questions their opinions are n o ta 
safe guide. The churches have always been 
intolerant, and always carry their dictum to 
great extremes. 
It m ust be remembered 
that there is a large class of citizens over 
which the churches exercise no influence 
or control, and legislation m ust reach them 
some way. The churches occupy such a 
stilted position on such questions of m oral­ 
ity that they are blinded by their prejudice, 
if not bigotry. The m inisters have seen lit 
to heap opprobrium on the heads of the 
City Trustees for proposing this ordinance, 
and they have even given the eitv a bad 
name by proclaim ing it as a Sodom and Go­ 
morrah. and a pariah among cities already. 
1 don't see why the names of our wives and 
sisters should be m entioned at all in the 
same breath with this subject. This legis­ 
lation is to restrict and protect a large class 
who have no wives and s is te rs to exercise a 
wholesome and moral influence over them. 
T he Church should not be so intolerant, 
when we reflect that most all forms of the 
evils complained of by them are simulated 
by them <>n various occasions. 
This question rises far above the view 
taken of it by the m inisters in its local ef­ 
fect. Can we say how m any young men 
have been led to w alking up to the bar and 
calling for drinks, by first doing so at the 
soda bar in some church festival ? How 
m any young men have been stim ulated to 
try their luck at a lottery or gam bling ta­ 
ble. who first became infatuated by being 
so lucky at the church lottery ? At how 
m any church fairs have our daughters sold 
their smiles, their ornam ents, aye, even 
their kisses, to put money into the church 
exchequer ? Do you say th a t all this is not 
directly suggestive, and bears not its appro­ 
priate fruit ? 
Shall our wives and sisters and daugh­ 
ters be dragged into .this discussion, and 
the m orality of every man impugned, the 
intelligence of every man insulted, who is 
willing to have this experim ent tried? Al­ 
most every great reform has been, in its 
incipiency, an innovation, and has been 
opposed in a mistaken senseof duty, when 
down in their heart of hearts the'persons 
so opposing believed som ething ought to

FARM AND FRUIT. 


R esults of the I-ate Storm —P lum Cure olio 
—Products from Hogs—Ktc. 
(g The gloomy reports of a few days since, 
received from all parts of the State concern­ 
ing damages caused by the recent rain­ 
storm , are now being supplem ented by 
« o re favorable statements, w hich show 
fehat in m any localities there was after all 
little or no damage done, but to the con­ 
trary, m uch good to young vineyards and 
orchards, and to late-sown grain. 
IVhere 
grain, however, was forward, and as far 
advanced as to be in the m ilk, and the 
straw was broken down, the result will be 
to injure the plum pness of the berry and 
reduce the yield. 
In the vicinity of W in­ 
ters, barley which was nearly ready to cut 
Was blown down, and has shrunken badly. 
W heat in that locality is also said to have 
turned red w ith rust, and if so will not fill, 
and the grain yield wi'I not only be lost, 
but the straw trill he practically valueless 
for hay on account of the rust. The apri­ 
cot crop in the neighborhood of W inters 
is also m uch damaged, the rain having 
caused, to quite an extent, the fruit to 
eraok open on the trees. 
A sim ilar eflect 
is noticed in the orchards near Stockton 
am i in other places, among some varieties 
of cherries. 
On the other hand, inform ation received 
from various sections of the State, both by 
telegraph and otherwise, is to the effect 
th a t where crops and fruits were less ad­ 
vanced the rain has been absolutely a great 
blessing and will m aterially increase the 
aca-son's products. 
This is the general 
Statem ent concerning the upper Sacramento 
valley and the foothill regions, while the 
vineyardists, hop-growers and m any others 
rejoice in the effects of “ the late rain," at.d 
apeak of it as a genuine bonanza to their 
Special lines of product. One hop-grower 
on the Cosumnes, in this county, states that 
the much-berated rain-storm will add at 
least $10,000 to his yield of hops this season. 
A later careful survey over the State as 
to the effects of the storm will, while fur­ 
nishing evidence of much injury to some 
Sections, also show large benefits in others, 
and thus the prospect is that, after all. the 
account of profits and loss from the unu­ 
sual and generally regarded unseasonable 
and disastrous June rain-storm will not lie 
far from even, if indeed it should not have 
proved and come to be regarded a generous 
favor. 
Among young vineyards the rabbit pest 
continues unabated, and fortune and fame 
aw aits the lucky individual who sbalL-dis- 
covcr some infallible rem edy that will ef­ 
fectually stop the ravages of this destroyer. 
A tight fence is the only protection. Quail, 
too,<hre a sad nuisance. So generously are 
they protected by law that their cry of 
"W h a t cheer! W hat cheer!” is heard in 
every direction, and the young birds are 
beginning to make their appearance ill 
swarm s. 
Until grapes are ripe the garden 
is their chosen haunt, where all kinds of 
vegetables, sm all fruits, berries, etc.. are 
devoured by the num erous flocks of this 
persistent and saucy robber. 
W hat is the 
law-abiding citizen to do? is the question. 
“ Build a fence high enough to keep them 
out," was the rem edy proposed by one of 
the "uninitiated ” late from the city, who 
was m aking his first visit to his newly- 
acquired country place. 
Sitting on the 
veranda of his residence, he had been 
w a n tin g the quail rise up out of the grass 
and fly over the fence into the garden. 
"Jo h n ." said he to his man. 'I think we’ll 
go to work and build a fence high enough 
U) keep those birds out." 
W hat, with the 
law protecting quail, and the unsatisfactory 
bounty on rabbit scalps, surely the way of i 
the vineyard m an is hard; these, however, ; 
comprise his greatest enemies, as soil, cli- j 
m ate and natural conditions tend to m ake ! 
this vicinity one of the finest grape-grow­ 
ing and fruit-raising sections in the ¡¿tute. 
[St. Helena Star. 
The- llnral OnUforMan says: 
" If your 
plum trees are troubled with curculios, 
turn the fowls in and let them scratch 
under the trees. To encourage this, scatter 
com m eal occasionally. The curculios will 
disappear.” That may he beneficial, but as 
a reliable remedy it can he insured in ad­ 
vance by the HkcobdUmon as a successful 
failure. At the East, where the curculio 
lias prevented the raising of plum s for 
m any years past, plum trees standing in 
hen-yards, where hens were always around 
them and scratched externally, were strict­ 
ly innocent of bearing even a sample of 
fruit for year after year. 
It lias more re­ 
cently been ascertained there that th e plum 
curculio has a season of only from three to 
five weeks each spring, when the fruit is 
very small, that it commits its ravages upon 
the plum crop ; and by means of shaking 
the tree or pruning it heavily each m orning 
during that period, the curculio can lie 
shaken into a blanket (or m achine used by 
some, in the shape of an inverted um ­ 
brella, wheeled by hand from tree to tree) 
and thus destroyed. This has resulted in 
the possibility of again raising plurus at ! 
the East, though under m uch difficulty, j 
where for twenty years this class of fruit had 
come to be regarded as beyond all hopes of I 
m aturing. 
'1'hc curculio is, at best, a <lan- 1 
gerous invader and should be most scru- | 
pulouslv watched whenever it appear? in j 
this State, and not perm itted to gain a 
perm anent settlement. 
Messrs. F. rohndorff and M. G. Bale] 
spent several days at Mission San Jose re- j 
centlv, where Mr. Bale had charge of plans 1 
for a capacious wine-cellar about to be 
erected by Juan Gallegos.

Castor oil is said t« be a good lubricator 
for m achinery by reason of its great adhe­ 
siveness and elasticity. 
On this account it 
I is also comparatively cheap; cheaper, in 
fact, than m any of the lubricators, axle 
greases, etc., offered for sale, which are 
often, for the sake of increased w eight and 
volume, adulterated w ith worthless and 
even deleterious substenees. 
Phylloxera on the roots of vines forward­ 
ed to England for exam ination by experts, 
through Kcw officials, by the Government 
of Victoria, have been found in considera­ 
ble num bers, although the vines themselves 
were effectually destroyed.

To m ake beef cakes, chop rare done 
roast beef very fine; season with salt, 
pepper, and a little chopped onion: mix, 
j make into small cakes and fry in beef drip­ 
! pings.

To m ake violet perfume, put half an 
i ounce of orris-root, broken into small 
I pieces, place in a bottle with two ounces of 
alcohol; cork it tight and shake well. 
After four o r five days a few drops of this 
on a handkerchief will leave the odor of 
fresh violets. 
A good way to purify a sink is : To one 
pound of coi.itnon copperas, that can be 
bought for a few cents a pound, put one 
gallon of boiling water, and when dis­ 
solved pour the liquid into the sink or 
doain, or wherever required. 
It m ust be 
remembered that copperas is poisonous. 
Our Swedish sisters bring us another 
mode of using pie-plant. The red stems 
are stewed gently with sugar and water 
enough for the consistence of lemonade. 
Then strain and use the liquid to flavor 
and color puddings of com-starc-h, blanc 
mange and the like, to b e eaten with sugar 
and cream. 
A good borax solution for washing and 
m aking hard water soft is the following: 
One and a quarter pounds of super-carbon­ 
ate soda ; quarter pound of borax. 
Dis­ 
solve in one gallon of boiling w ater; when 
cold add three ounces of am m onia. For 
washing hands, use one ounce of this liquid 
to one gallon of w ater; for clothes, use two 
ounces to one gallon. 
Eeather-headed nails, made of solid and 
substantial leather, w ith a shared tongue 
for driving in wood, are widely used for 
chair, sofa and other furniture decoration. 
The leather headsof these nails are colored 
in various colors, bronzed, silvered and 
plushed. so that they m ay be used not 
alone on furniture, but on portieres,curtains, 
heavy hangings, etc. These nails when ar­ 
tistically arranged on the curtain have a 
very pretty eflect, and add very largely to 
the attractiveness of the material. 
■ A. very pretty basket may b e 'm ade by 
crocheting over straws with either brown or 
some rich shade of silk. The trinuninjfof 
the basket is formed with beads, bows and 
ruche of ribbon to match the shade of silk 
used. 
The straws over which you crochet 
m ust be damp, so as not to be stiff. The 
basket is begun very m uch in the same 
way as you would work fora flat table m a t; 
this, of course, represents the bottom of the 
basket. Form the handle of bamboo cane 
and cover with straws, over these work 
with silk.—[The Dorcas Magazine.

ounce of yeast and as m uch salt is taken for 
every gallon of milk used for the dough. 
The yeast is a Viennese specialty, known 
as " -d. Marx tier Presshefe ” and its com­ 
position is a secret. 
It keeps two days in 
sum m er a n d a little longer in winter. The 
ovens are heated bv w ood fires lit inside of 
them during four hours; the ashes are i 
then raked out and the oven is carefully j 
wiped with wisps of dam p straw. On the , 
vapor thus generated, a? well as that pro­ 
duced by the baking of the dough, lies the 
whole art of the browning and the success 
of the " semmel."

We see m any preparations of which the 
chief virtue is supposed to be that they con­ 
tain all the digestive principles. These can 
be active only so far as they contain pepsin 
and have no advantage over the simple 
drug. 
It has also been shown that certain 
substances combined with pepsin in solu­ 
tio n render it inert. 
Alcohol is one, and 
even in m oderation dim inishes it» action, 
while, in any quantity, the activity of pep­ 
sin is totally prevented. 
This is a point 
often lost sight of, and serves as a hint con­ 
cerning the use of liquors at meals, by dys­ 
peptics.—[Med. Rep. 


S im p le T ests for tb e P u rity o f W ater. 
In suspected potable water for persons 
who cannot com m and chemical analysis, 
the following tests are recommended as 
being generally available and reliable: 
Color.—Fill a bottle made of colorless 
glass with the w ater; look through the 
water at some black object. T he water 
should appear perfectly colorless and free 
from suspended matter. 
A muddy, or tu r­ 
bid appearance indicates the presence of 
soluble organic matter, or of soluble m at­ 
ter in suspension. 
It should he “ clear us 
crystal.” 
odor.—Empty out some of the water, 
leaving the bottle h alf full; cork up the 
bottle and place it for a few hours in a 
warm place; shake u p ' the water, remove 
the cork, and critically smell the air con­ 
tained in the bottle. 
If it has anv smell, 
and especially if the odor is in the least re­ 
pulsive, th 
w ater should be rejected- for 
domestic use. By heating the water to boil­ 
ing an odor is evolved sometimes that oth ­ 
erwise din's not appear. 
Taste.—W ater fresh from the well is usu­ 
ally tasteless, even though it may contain 
a large am ount of putrescible organic m at­ 
ter. 
W ater for domestic use should be 
perfectly tasteless, and rem ain so even after 
it has been warmed, since warming often 
develops a taste in water which is tasteless 
when cold. 
If the water at any tim e has 
a repulsive, or even disagreeable taste, it 
should be rejected.—[Scientific Press.

COMMISSION. 


th e N o rth 
th e S c h e d u le o f 
P a cific S y stem . 
(S. P. Post, June 20th.] 
For som e tim e past the Railroad Com­ 
m issioners have been considering the fares 
and freights schedule of the San Francisco 
A North Pacific & Sonom a V aliev Railroad. 
Several m eetings have been held in that 
connection. 
During 
the week tw o in­ 
formal m eetings have taken place to con­ 
sider rite schedules as presented by the 
com pany, and, after innum erable reduc­ 
tions and changes had been made. Com m is­ 
sioner Carpenter's order was adopted at a 
hurriedly called m eeting on W ednesday 
afternoon. 
The order goes into effect on 
August 1st. 
The principal changes are a 
redaction o f passenger rates on local trains 
o f from twenty-five to thirty per cent., but 
without any alteration in through rates. 
The average rate per m ile has hitherto 
been about seven cents, but is now reduced 
to five cents, and in som e instances less. 
The rate on grain is reduced on the aver­ 
age about nineteen per cent., and flour and 
m ill stuffs are classed with w heat and other 
grain. 
The changes in the classification of 
•lumber and cordwood, and o f cattle and 
sheep, make the reductions range from 
seven to forty per cent. 
A proportionate 
reduction is also made on all classes of 
merchandise. 
Tite m inim um charge on 
sm all packages has been fixed at twenty- 
five cents, instead o f fifty cents as hereto­ 
fore. 
On sewing m achines the reduction 
is no less than forty-eight per cent. 
The 
Commissioners adjourned to m eet on July 
18th. or until the call o f the Chair.-

I he part of the city where the present 
excavations are going on has revealed som e 
most beautifully painted pictures and walls, 
som e of w hich are very vivid in color : but 
alm ost every house in this quarter was vis 
ited by the owners them selves im m ediately 
after the eruption, and they, by m ining 
through, took away m ost every valuable 
thing 1,800 years ago. 
The upper stories 
of the houses o f Pom peii cropped up above 
the strata ol pumice-stone, ashes and mud, 
deposited on that sad day in 7!) A. ]).. and 
the inhabitants could very easily sink a 
shaft and run regularly through the walls, 
searching, though in the dark, after the 
treasures, which, generally speaking, would 
he found on the ground’ floor, as all that 
was above would have been crushed by the 
superincumbent mass of pum ice-stone and 
ashes. 
I have observed during the work o f 
the excavators for the past few weeks, that 
the holes in the walls where the ancients 
rummaged the houses were very num erous 
in this part o f the city. 
At 8 p. >t. oii the 
13th the excavations began at five different 
points, for it would have been im possible 
lor the concentrated spectators to have wit­ 
nessed a single excavation. 
A m ong the 
various objects unearthed after eighteen 
centuries of inhum ation were twenty eight 
large wine atnphore—som e with Greek in ­ 
scriptions, telling that the w ine was from 
( ¡ rece — many bronze locks, a bronze pedes­ 
tal of a magnificent candelabra, then keys, 
nails, chains, a flagon, many sea-shells", a 
bronze ring, a large plate in terra cotta, and 
finally, a large wrought-iron grating in a 
tine state o f preservation. N othing precious 
was found, and I think that the large num ­ 
ber who witnessed the excavations did not 
find it startling enough to pay for their ex­ 
posure to the hot rays o f the sun.—[Naples 
l.etter to American Register.

Science M onthly ” Herbert Spencer lias an 
article upon " The Great Political Supersti­ 
tion." in which he says : “ A nyone w ho 
studies, in the writings of Taine and De 
Tocqueville, the state of things which pre­ 
ceded the French Revolution, w ill see that 
that tremendous catastrophe came about 
from so excessive a regulation o f m en s ac­ 
tions in ali their details, and such an enor­ 
mous drafting away of The products of their 
actions to m aintain the regulating organ­ 
ization, that life was fast becom ing imprac­ 
ticable. The empirical utilitarianism o f that 
day, like the empirical utilitarianism of 
our day, differed front the rational utilitari­ 
anism in this, that it contem plated only 
the eflects of particular interferences on the ' 
actions o f particular classes of men 
ignored the effects produced by a m ulti 
pi ¡city of such interferences upon the lives 
of men at large. 
And if we ask what then 
m ade, and what now makes, this errorp.is- 
sible, we find it to be the political supersti­ 
tion that governm ental power is subject to 
no restraints. 
W hen that 
" d ivin ity” w hich 
"doth 
hedge a king," and which in our day has 
left a glam our around the body inheriting 
his power, has quite faded away—w hen it 
begins to be seen clearly that, in a popu­ 
larly-governed nation, the governm ent is 
sim ply a coin m itteeof m anagem ent; it w ill 
also be seen that this oonim ittee o f m an­ 
agement has no intrinsic authority. 
The 
inevitable conclusion will be that its au­ 
thority is given by those appointing it. and 
ha-* just such bounds as they choose to im ­ 
pose. 
A long with this w ill go the further 
conclusion that the laws it passes arc not in 
them selves sacred; 
hut 
that 
whatever 
sacredness they have is entirely due to the 
ethical sanction—an ethical sanction w hich, 
as we find, is derivable from the laws of 
hum an life as carried on under social con­ 
ditions. 
And there w ill com e that corol­ 
lary that when they have not this ethical 
sanction they have no sacredness and may 
rightly be challenged. 
The function of 
Liberalism in tite past was that o f putting 
a lim it to the power o f kings.
